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A MUSICAL HOBBY FOR EVERYDAY RIDING

Alfred DeCoppet founded, fostered and 
cherished the Flonzaley Quartet.

‘The house looks south over the city, from its site across the 
mouth of a high valley adjoining Griffith Park. The gardens 
occupy the valley, with water as the dominating motive. The 
stream originates amongst the rocks at the head of the valley, and 
spills down a naturalized watercourse to the swimming pool, 
through a setting reminiscent of the South Seas. A waterfall suc- 


ceeds the pool, and thence the water splashes down a series of cas- 
cades, through a grove of tropical fruits. The cascade empties 
by way of a grotto into the patio, which is furnished with a pro- 


fusion of flowers and plants, both for decoration and for shade, 
some set in pots and tubs and some in the ground.

The Swimming Pool 


The Patio 
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HINGES OF THE DOORS OF THE WORLD 


Doors—just a few square feet of wood, metal or 
stone, yet what a potent factor in the destinies of man- 
kind—how intimately associated with human tragedy, 
suffering and degradation; with love, peace and happi- 
ness. They inspire hope and despair; they protect, 
imprison and release. Before the doors of the world, 
the entire gamut of human emotions, from joy to mad- 
ness, have found expression. 


“Down thro’ the ages they have swung to and fro, 
Serving mankind for weal or for woe. 


Graciously the open door bids you enter. “The closed 
door thunders, “‘keep out!’’ Ah, the closed door— 
mystery lurks behind closed doors. Secrets are told, 
sins are committed, plots conceived, violence and crime 
perpetrated—behind closed doors. And yet withal, 
behind closed doors sacred offices are performed, laws 
enacted, charity dispensed, inventions developed, sci- 
ences studied, and multitude of other beneficient services 
accomplished. 


The first door was undoubtedly a tri- 
umph of prehistoric architecture, constructed 
as a protection from the elements, prowling 
animals and tribal enemies. While not a thing 
of beauty, it served the purpose and probably 
had to be lifted into place and propped to hold 
it securely, a clumsy, crude affair, born of a 
single idea—protection. 

As the brain of primitive man developed, 
the door was made to slide open and shut. 
Then some individual, in whose mind glowed 
the spark of genius, evolved a swinging door, 
hung by pivots at top and bottom of the hang- 
ing stile which worked in sockets in the lintel 
and sill, the latter being made of some hard 
stone, probably basalt or granite. ‘This was 
the method used in hanging all ancient doors. 

The earliest records of doors are those 
represented in the paintings of the Egyptian 
tombs, in which they are shown as single or 
double doors—each in a single piece of wood. 
The most ancient doors were usually made of 
timber. The doors built for King Solomon’s 
temple being in olive wood, which were carved 
and overlaid in gold. Elm, cedar, oak and 
cyprus were also used in making doors in 
ancient times. Doors dating from 2000 B. C. 
found at Nippur, were in dolorite. 

In the Hauran in Syria, where timber is 
scarce, the doors were made in stone, and one 
measuring 5 feet 4 inches by 2 feet 7 inches is 
in the British museum; the band on the meet- 
ing stile shows that it was one of the leaves of 
a double door. At Kuffeir, near Bostra, in 
Syria, the entrance doors to the town, nine to 
ten feet high and of stone construction, have 
been found. 

The ancient Greek and Roman doors were 
either single, double or folding doors. No 
Greek doors have been preserved and only a few 
bronze doors, belonging to the later years of 
the Roman Empire still exist. The magnifi- 
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cent bronze doors of the Pantheon (124 A. D.) 
are especially noteworthy, and the Byzantine 
doors of Hagia Sophia at Constantinople are 
quite as strikingly beautiful. 

In the Middle Ages the doors were usually 
made of solid planks set edge to edge and 
secured to each other by dowels or bands; the 
whole being held in place by long strap hinges 
having holes through which nails were driven 
through the wood and clinched on the other 
side. The exact period when the hinge was 
substituted for the hanging stile with pivots at 
top and bottom is not quite known. The 
change, however, seems to have brought about 
another method of strengthening and decorat- 
ing doors, viz: with wrough-iron bands of infi- 
nite varieties of design. As a rule three bands 
from which the ornamental work springs con- 
stitute the hinges, which have rings outside the 
hanging stiles fitting on to vertical tenons run 
into the masonry or wooden frame. 

Splendid examples of French Renaissance 
art are the carved wooden doors of St. Malclou 
at Rouen, attributed to Jean Goujon. In the 
periods from Henry IV to Louis XV, very 
highly decorative types of wooden doors for 
mansions and public buildings were produced. 
Modern bronze doors generally follow the 
Italian Renaissance type; familiar examples are 
the doors of the capital at Washington and of 
St. Bartholomew’s at New York. 

The era of American decorative doors 
began about 1720 in the Colonies. There 
were no professional architects in America in 
the seventeenth century, and few in the first 
half of the eighteenth century. Practically all 
of the houses of this period, and even through 
the greater part of the eighteenth century, were 
the design and workmanship of local carpen- 
ters who persisted in the English type, modified 
to meet local conditions.

Brick for Beauty, Economy, Safety and Permanence 


Brick is the oldest manufactured building material 
in the world. Brick walls built by the Babylonians to 
control the Euphrates River still are standing and in 
service as they were thousands of years ago. We are 
indebted to the fire-blackened brick records of Babylon 
for much of the history of earlier civilizations. 


In view of this, it would seem that any discussion 
of the merits of brick as a building material should not 
be necessary. However, in the development of the 
country certain things have tended to push brick into 
the background as an excellent material for building 
small: homes. The rapid conquest of our Western 
Empire was carried on under conditions which made 
any manufactured product unavailable for home con- 
struction. The relatively slow development of the 
country in manufacturing and transportation have con- 
spired to impress people with the expense of brick. The 
notion that brick for building small homes is far beyond 
the means of the average small home builder was almost 
universal a few years ago. Happily for the beauty and 
permanence of our residential sections, brick is becom- 
ing recognized as the most economical building material. 
It is becoming more widely known in California that 
brick affords the architect full play in designing attrac- 
tive and “‘homey’’ residences of the various types: in 
evidence in the state. 


There is the same opportunity for variety and 
beauty in treatment in the construction of small homes 
and more pretentious residences. Brick houses in com- 
munities made up of more modest homes provide an air 
of stability in addition to being a really beautiful addi- 
tion to the community. 
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Common brick lends itself to such varieties of 
treatment that monotony is avoided. There is a great 
field for the architects who make a special study of the 
small houses and bungalows, reproducing the styles and 
effects that have been secured in larger residences, the 
walls of which vary from the trim ornamental style of 
brick laying to what is known as “extreme kiln run” 
with uneven joints, all of them beautiful. 


Brick also lends itself to the construction of hollow 
walls of any thickness, insuring maximum strength, 
even temperature, and freedom from dampness at a mini- 
mum cost of material. The Ideal hollow brick wall, 
approved by the California Common Brick Manufac- 
turers Association, cuts down by one-third the brick 
necessary and is peculiarly suitable for California con- 
ditions. This method of building of brick is rapidly 
gaining in favor among both home owners and archi- 
tects. The hollow brick construction has been used to 


a great extent in building schools, churches, hotels, and 
apartment houses. 


The constant increase in the use of brick for small 
home construction is a sign of the tendency to build 
permanently and substantially which is gaining head- 
way nearly everywhere. Brick is becoming recognized 


as the most adaptable, economical, and attractive build- 
ing material. 


During the last year and a half the brick manu- 
facturers of the state have more than doubled their 
capacity. The second largest common brick plant in 
the world is located in California. The brick manufac- 
turers of Los Angeles alone produced over twenty-five 
million brick last month.

EVIVAL of interest in handcrafts is a 

note of peculiar significance in the present 

era of almost incredible building activity. 
During the past few decades, all the creative 
impulses, all the delicacy of handicraft seemed 
forgotten in a commercial world of “‘machine 
made”’ articles. The true craftsman, who puts 
his soul into his work, fashioning beauty that 
will live when he is forgotten, and perfectly 
conforming his part to the harmony of the 
whole, had not the vitality to resist the eco- 
nomic pressure unaided. 


It is to the architect that we owe this 
recent turning from the machine shop, and the 
reawakening of the artistic conscience of the 
craftsman. In proportion as he has realized 
that poor mechanical ornament drags his own 
work to a low level, and that hand-wrought 
fittings vitalize it, the architect has patronized 
the craftsmen who were willing to break 
through the old and bad conventions of their 
craft and start afresh with the aesthetic impulse 
foremost. 


The present revival is a question of pro- 
fessional handwork and must not be confused 
with the vogue for arts and crafts so virulently 
contagious several years ago among amateurs: 
artists who do not allow mere inclination to 
take the place of knowledge and a real aptitude 
for a certain craft, or mere intention the place 
of long hours of loving labor. Such men 
deserve the credit of their work; it should not 
be lost in the impersonal output of a firm. In 
practice the individual is now so recognized 
even when the theory or policy of the firm 
states otherwise. 

The history of the world can be traced in 
the metal and stone that each national left as a 
monument to its artistic ideals and its progress 
in civilization. Man has always had the 
instinct to express himself in creative design. 
We of the present generation possess as a price- 
less heritage the genius of past ages for our 
inspiration. 

Taking the art of metal craft alone, we 
can go back to the time when the craftsman 
was trained with the same care as the painter 
and sculptor. Apprenticed at an early age toa 
goldsmith, the boy of talent learned patience 
and a careful application to the art of design. 
The next step was an architect's studio, under 
whose training he ‘found himself’ and learned 
the great elements of structural design, over- 
coming weakness and developing a strength 
and harmony that is characteristic of the period. 
Then, with this training as a basis, he chose 
his own special art and devoted his life to it. 
Thus developed our great Renaissance crafts- 
men. The work they left is not a ‘‘style’ to 


be outgrown and forgotten. Beauty is appro- 
priate to all ages and it would be well if some 
of our modern designers would not disdain 
design that has stood the test of time in their 
pursuit of originality. “‘Style’”’ in architec- 
ture and ornament might more fittingly be 
termed ‘‘spirit,’” and if one desires to recapture 
in a modern structure the dignity and grandeur 
of an old French Cathedral, what more fitting 
than the use of the same lofty Gothic forms 
and the perfect subordination of the enrich- 
ment of carving and tracery to the central idea 
of height and serenity? 

Each craftsman is necessarily restricted 
somewhat by the limitations of the material in 
which he works. To the metal worker is 
denied the use of color. He must then devote 
his attention principally to line and form. But 
on the other hand, he is working with unique 
materials and he can emphasize their special 
beauty by understanding their characteristics. 
We in America have been too prone to accept 
the cleverness of things manufactured to look 
like something else. The polychromed wood 
and gilded wrough-iron of the Florentines was 
not meant to look like gold. It was done to 
give carrying power to dim objects in vast 
cathedral spaces. Wrought iron is a material 
whose great possibilities are again being real- 
ized. Beautiful grilles, lanterns of scrolls and 
hand wrought flowers and leaves, have a pecu- 
liar beauty of silhouette that is lost in the 
weight of bronze or the high-lighted surfaces 
of brass. It is craftsmen who use their emo- 
tions as well as their hands who make the iron 
to live. 

Until recently the modern idea has been 
that metal fittings should be inconspicuous, 
their function being entirely utilitarian. A 
tiresome sameness of form was used to render 
them negative. Monotony effaces the purpose 
of decoration. Decoration should enhance a 
space; should call attention to, and emphasize 
structural form. An unexpected variation 
from familiar patterns may be used to echo the 
central intention of the architect. This vari- 
ation must be very slight or it will destroy the 
harmony by calling attention first to itself. 
The pentagonal fixtures designed by Mr. 
Maloof for Woollett’s large and beautiful room 
of uneven elevations is a case in point. They 
not only enhance the room but assist in bear- 
ing the crucial test of daily companionship. 

Por the standard of metal craft, as of all the 
art, is architecture, through all the ages, in our 
own times and in our own community. No 
art can be separated from it. It should be the 
inspiration of them all, as to it they owe the 
very fact of their existence and preservation.
